Yesterday 
morning 
at 10:30 


o'clock Rev. Henry B. Townsend, 
pastor of the Bedford Presbyterian 
Church, preached an instructive and 
forceful sermon in St. John's Reform- 
ed Church from Leviticus 23: 40— 
"And ye shall take branches of palm 
trees and willows of the brook; and 
ye shall rejoice before the Lord your 
God." 


Rev. Townsend said: 
The story of earth's creation be- 


gins with a song. Then "the morn- 
ing stars sang together and all the 
sons of God shouted for joy." 
At 


the end of this world's history there 
shall rise the song of redemption 
ending with a doxology, in which all 
God's children shall join. 
Between 


these two eras And songs lie time and 
human life and experience 'of sin, 
sorrow, sanctity, suffering, pain and 
pleasure, bane and blessing. 


History is the record of these ex- 


periences and it contains not only 
sonatas and symphonies but misereres 
and 
dirges; times and songs of 


thanksgiving as well as ' fasts and 
funeral occasions. 
Life itself, then,

BEDFORD COTT3VTY HOSPITAL 


Movement to Raise $5,OOO Mow on 


Foot. 


To the Citizens of Bedford County: 


On the 4th of January, 1905, a 


charter was obtained for the Bedford 
County Hospital Association, the ob- 
ject being to establish a hospital at 
the county seat, where any person 
might receive proper medical- and 
surgical-aid, and where those persons 
who needed special medical and sur- 
gical treatment and who were unable 
to bear the expense of being taken to 
the city hospitals, might be brought 
to Bedford and receive 
treatment 


free. 
At that .session of the Legisla- 


ture in 1905 an effort was made to 
secure an appropriation 
from the 


state, but this failed. At that time 
the trustees of the Hospital Associa- 
tion endeavored to raise a large sum 
of money for .the purpose of buying 
and equipping a hospital. 
In this 


they were not successful. 


At a session of the Legislature in 


1907, an appropriation of $4,000 was 
made by the state to the Bedford 
County Hospital for equipment and 
maintenance, upon the 
condition, 


however, that the Hospital Associa- 
tion-should raise the sum of $5,000 
to be applied toward a proper build- 
ing and equipment.

Why Not in Bedford? 


Paintsville, Ky. 


Several years ago I wrote yc-:: 


about this town and the big mud 
holes in the streets, etc. Now 1 
want to write you of the greatly'im- 
proved town, all because they spent 
a cool hundred thousand dollars to 
pave the streets. 'Tis now a rapidly- 
growing, hustling little city of 2,500 
law-abiding citizens; has all modern 
improvements, even to a good-sized 
ice plant, every street and alley 
paved, and they are paying for it in 
installments of ten years. 
It also, 


last year, built a public road to the 
depot of the C. & O. R. R. about a 
mile distant; this road cost $15,000 
and was built under the supervision 
of government engineers, and is said 
to be one of the best in the country. 
However, those who say so have 
never traveled the state roads about 
Bedford and Dad knows whereof he 
speaks. 


Paintsville is on the Big Sandy 


River, sixty-eight miles from Catlets- 
burg, where it empties into the Ohio. 
It received and shipped more freight 
last year than all the other towns on 
the Big Sandy. 
It has several large 


wholesale houses, 
principal among 


these being the Paintsville Wholesale 
Grocery Company, managed by Henry 
Stafford, two good hotels and a new 
$25,000 hotel to start next April. 
Also, a National Bank with a capital 
of $150,000, a surplus of $75,000. 
The stockholders all live in Johnson 
County, Paintsville being the county 
seat. There are no saloons, and men 
pay their bills at the grocery stores: 
six churches, two good schools, and 
only one negro in the county. 


Johnson County is the hot-bed of 


Republicans and the few Democrats 
living in the county do not bother to 
nominate a ticket. This town is in 
the heart of the finest coal belt in 
the U. S., save that part of the Broad 
Top lying in Bedford County. 
The 


Northern Coal and Coke Company, a 
very large concern, has its home here, 
and is one of the largest coal land 
owners in the U. S., other coal com- 
panies are operating a number of 
mines within a mile or two of the 
town. 
Notable among these is the 


North East Coal Company, with a. 
capital of $100,000; it is shipping five 
thousand tons a day. The celebrated 
Yellow Jacket coal is found here and 
it has made Big Sandy famous. 


The whole of eastern Kentucky is 


being rapidly developed and especial- 
ly this section. The railroad has only 
been completed to Paintsville for a 
few years. 
I remember well when 


they hauled Fort Bedford P-Nuts 
from White Horse to this town in 
wagons, a neat distance of twenty- 
five miles. 
The railroad put new life 


into these sturdy men and women and 
things at once looked up. 


The U. S. government is putting in 


a stack water system for the Big 
Sandy; 
this is of benefit already 


though only half completed. It takes 
time to build these dams and will not 
be 
completed tor 
several 
years. 


Paintsville has several lodges of the 
secret orders and is bidding this year 
for the annual meeting of the Grand 
Lodge of Odd Fellows. 
The Big 


Sandy is often referred to as 
tli<3 


"River Beauliful" and drains a sec- 
tion rich in natuial icsonrcos. 
A 


\ erj beautiful sighr is to see the 
many rafts on the river bound for the 
Ohio. 
Of course, not now, because 


there is no water. However, as soon 
as the government gets this stack 
water system done ibey will ship coal 
b\ A\ ater as well as b> rail. 


I almost forgot to toll >on about 


the beautiful seminary situated here, 
with an endowment of $3."> 0,000. The 
proper!.} was donated b\ John C. C 
Mayo, the millionaire who made his 
millions in a couple yeais in coal. 
'Tv,as he who got, the New Yorkers 
interested in the mineral resources ol 
this county. He owns and resides in 
a $200,000 house that has been dom- 
inated "Mayo's folly in a frog pond." 
Tlio town, like dear old Bedford, is 
completely v, ailed in by hills and 
mountains, each one of which is un- 
derlaid with first grade bituminous 
coal. 


No town, population considered, 


has liner public school building than 
Paintsville. It is pleasant here, even 
now, 
with several inches of snow on 


the ground. 
I hope the snow will 


soon melt and add more fluid to the 
low waters of Salt River so that the 
journey may not be so hazardous.

Sailing Through a Volcano Crater 


the Aegean Sea. 


In the Aegean sea a vessel may sail 


Into the top of a crater, and. though it 
Is hard to find anchorage there, yet a 
mere sail through is appreciated great- 
ly by captains, because it cleanses the 
bottom of the ships from marine 
-growth. 


More than 2,000 years ago the isle of 


Santorln was split In half by an earth- 
quake, -with the result -that what was 
once the crater of a volcano is now a 
crescent shaped harbor. Two glisten- 
ing '-white towns of Thera and St. 
Nicholas are perched on the summit of 
the steep cliffs, -whose dark and dismal 
hue is similar to that of the top of Ve- 
suvius. Standing out against the sky 
are large numbers of •windmills, with 
many sails, arranged in a perfect cir- 
cle. These are evidently employed for 
crushing the olives, which, along with 
the terraced vines, are the staple prod- 
uct of the island. The Santorin wine is 
of excellent quality and is highly ap- 
preciated in the Levant. 


Between the main island on the east 


and the smaller, Theresia, on the west, 
are the three small Kaumene islands. 
all of which have come into existence 
since the original earthquake, while the 
largest of the three was "born from 
the sea" less than 200 years ago, show- 
ing that the center of the old volcano 
has still a certain amount of activity. 


The water In the harbor into which 


the sulphurous streams from this vol- 
canic island rain has a peculiar prop- 
erty 
which completely cleans off

Odd* and Ends of Soap Utilized to 


Save Pennies. - 


The housewife who squanders all 


her odds and ends of soap should learu 
a lesson iii thrift. She is reckless, be- 
cause these bits, no matter how small, 
can he utilized in a way that saves 
more pennies than one would think. 


If you are one of those who are care- 


less in this respect, mend your ways. 


Gather together once a week all the 


ends of kitciien and laundry soap into 
one jar and all the ends of toilet and 
household soap Into auother jar. 
- As most housewives use the same 
brand of soap year in and year out, 
there will not be much of a mixture. 
It will make no difference if there is, 
as the result will be much the same. 


It might be just as well to label each 


jar iu a clear manner. 
Ou oue put 


"Kitchen Soap;" on the other. "Toilet 
Soap." 


When you have both jars full go to 


work in borne idle hour aud shave 
these pieces of soap with a sharp old 
kitchen knife. Have two pans or bowls 
for the purpose, and when you are 
through with the soap pour into each 
pan two or three pints of boiling 
water. 


Keep this water at the boiling point 


until every particle of the soap is dis- 
solved, stir it with a clean wooden 
spoon, aud when it becomes soft and 
thick pour back into the jars while" hot 
and cover each. one. 


Put them away to cool, and when 


this is dotfe you will find each jar is 
full of a smooth, even, clear jelly. 


This will keep for any amount of 


time. The kitchen jar is left in the 
pantry, and the toilet jar is put in the 
bathroom. 


This soap jelly is just as good to use 


as a cake of soap. Some women pre- 
fer it 
For shampooing the hair it is 


far ahead of a lather. 


A tablespoonful of it may be put into 


a bottle of boiling water with a little 
bay rum if .one likes the odor, then 
shaken into a thick froth and used on 
the head. 


Half the bottle is used at first to 


cleanse the scalp, and when this is 
rinsed off the other half of the bottle 
is used to washethe hair itself. 


Clear hot water is used for rinsing, 


then a pitcher of cold water to close 
the pores, and the hair is as clean as 
though the expensive hairdresser had 
done the work.

REMARKABLE PLANT. 


South American Orchid That Seemed 


Endowed With Reason. 


A naturalist has discovered in South 


America one of the most remarkable 
plants known to botanists. 
It is an 


orchid, and its peculiarity consists in 
the fact that it has a tube by means 
of which it takes a drink of water 
when it needs it—you might almost 
say when it wants i,t. for the plant 
really acts as if it had volition and the 
power to reason. 


The naturalist was sitting one after- 


noon at the side of a lagoon on the 
Rio de la Plata. Near by was a for- 
est of dead trees which had evidently 
been choked to death by orchids and 
climbing cacti. 
One of the orchids 


was growing from the branch of a 
dead tree that overhung the water at 
a distance of about one foot. 
Frou- 


, the center of the plant hung a stem 
about one-fourth of an inch wide. The 
stem reached down into the water to 
a depth'of four inches. 


There was nothing remarkable about 


that, but when he approached the plant 
and touched the stem the latter at our-c 
began to coil itself up like a roll of 
tape. 
Subsequent examination show- 


ed him that the stem was a tube, open 
at the lower end and connected with 
the roots of the plant by a series of 
hairlike tubes. 
Ordinarily the tube 


remained coiled in the center of the 
plant, but when it needed water it 
slowly uncoiled itself, let its lower end 
dip into the water and then coiled it- 
self up again, the water from the tube 
pouring out into the roots. 


He saw this remarkable action re- 


peated time and again, just as if the 
plant felt thirsty an'd would reach for 
a drink of water as a man would do 
in the same circumstances. He found 
many of these orchids, some of them 
over places where water had been, but 
was no longer. 
These would uncoil 


their tubes and reach about over the 
ground in search of it, which made 
him feel more than ever as if the thing 
had human sense.—Chicago News. 


THE OPSONIC TEST, 


What It Showed the Man Who Smoked 


a Great Deal. 


His friends knew that he would rath- 


er miss half an hour of a play than 
cut short his after dinner cigar, and 
they were astonished when , he an- 
nounced that he had quit smoking. 


"What's the trouble?" he was asked. 
"Opsonic test," he replied gloomily. 
"What in the world is that?" 
"I've been run down of late and feel- 


ing pretty blue. As there Is consump- 
tion in my family, I consulted a spe- 
cialist. He said I didn't have the dis- 
ease yet, but he would tell me what 
my chances were of getting it. We 
are constantly breathing tuberculosis 
germs, he explained, but healthy blood 
has the power to dest-re-v them. So he 
took a drop of my blood and inocu- 
lated It with a' certain number of 
germs. In half an hour he examined 
it under the microscope and found that 
only half as^inany germs had been 
killed' as should have been the case. 
Normal, healthy blood is said"to have 
an opsonic test of 100, so my test was 
only 50. He-ad vised me to build up 
my strength by sanitary living—lots of 
fresh air day and night, plenty of 
. sleep, wholesome food and moderation 
in work and pleasure." 


"Where does smoking come in?" 
"He said that tobacco had an ex- 


traordinary efl'ect in decreasing the 
power of the blood to destroy germs. 
Some, men who smoke a great deal 
have an opsonic test of zero—that is, 
their blood has no effect whatever on 
germs. I am fond of my cigar, but 
when- a specialist levels an opsonic 
test all cocked and primed at your 
head and. says, 'Tobacco or your life,' 
what are you going to do but throw up 
your hands?"—New York Tribune.

STAGE SCENERY. 


Modern Settings Tax the Ingenuity of 


the Builders. 


The big scenic artists do little actual 


painting beyond makin" the model, 
unless they have a pa K> ramie effect 
That they do thcm&ehes standing on 
the paint bridge, many feet from the 
floor, 
TV bile the canvas is raised or 


lowered. 
The panoramic effects are 


hard to handle. One difficulty is to 
avoid flutteni>g when a draft sweeps 
across the stage 
Mountains that 


tremble hazily arc not conducive to 
Illusion. 


With the elaborate productions of 


late years the importance of the build- 
er of scenery has increased, says Ev- 
erybody's Magazine. Formerly, when 
the scenery consisted merely of can- 
vas stretched over a wooden frame, it 
was simple enough. But the struggle 
for realism and sensational effects has 
developed difficult problems for the 
builder of stage scenery to solve. 
Every piece of scenery must be made 
so that it can bo folded Into strips five 
fact nine inches wide, because the 
doors of the baggage cars in which it 
is transported are only six feet in 
breadth 
Also every piece must be 


light and so constructed that one 
scene can be removed, and another 
put In place -within ten minutes. It 
may take thirty hours of continuotis 
work to get the scenery "set up," to 
use n. technical expression, after it is 
brought into the theater. After that 
the work of changing a scc»e-is com- 
paratively easy.
